seven miles southeast of Mlawa. 


Russian successes of this nature 


would have tljree important results. 
The immediate pressure north of War- 
saw would be relieved and the GBP 
man threat against the railroad lines 
leading east trom the city would b« 
answered.

lantic, with losses estimated at 2000 
men. 
Tt is believed that Admiral Graf 


von Spee went down with his ships. 


The German army invading Poland 


from East Prussia has taken Prza- 
snysz, seventy-five miles

ot 


Warsaw, and is advancing toward that 
city. 
Progress also is reported by 


the German troops farther south, who 
are making a drive on Lowicz, an im- 
portant railroad center. 


Both Paris and Berlin claim suc- 


cesses near Rheims and in the Ar 
gonne region, on the southern front 
of the long battle line in France. The 
French are attacking German forces 
operating against Verdun. 
The Ger- 


mans have renewed the bombardment 
of Ypres and Fumes, in Flanders. 


FRIDAY. 


Unofficial dispatches from Petro- 


grad say that the German army in 
central Poland has pierced tho Rus- 
sian lines near Lowicz, and has ad- 
vauced to within fifteen miles of War 
saw. 


Paris officially announces that sev- 


eral German attacks in Flanders havo 
been repulsed, although at one place 
the kaiser's troops have raptured a 
trench from tha allies. Berlin claims 
progress In Flanders and says French 
attacks In east France have failed. A 
dispatch frm.ii Slius, Holland, 'says the 
allies have taken Staden, fourteen 
miles northwest of Ypros. 


The destruction -of tho Gorman ar- 


rnorod cruiser Frledrich Karl, by a 
mine in tho Baltic sea, In November, 
was reported. 


Servln claims a grnt victory over 


the Austrlans, and 'Paris hears tho 
Servians havo retraced their steps to 
within five miles of Belgrade. 


The official press bureau in Lon- 


don has announced that the German 
cruiser Nurnberg, one of the warships j 
which escaped from the English in i 
the engagement of Dec. 8, off the, 
Falkland Islands, in the South Atlan-' 
tic, has been sunk. 


The text of the official bureau state- 


ment reads: 


"A further telegram has been re- 


ceived from Vice Admiral Sir Fred- 
erick 
Sturdee, reporting that the 


Nurnberg was also sunk on Dec, 8, 
and that the search for the Dresden 
is still proceeding. 


"The action lasted for five hours, 


with intervals. The Scharnhorst sank 
alter three hours, and the Gneisenau 
two hours later. The enemy's light 
cruisers scattered and were chased by 
our cruisers and light cruisers. No 
loss of any British vessel is report- 
ed." 


This 
news, coming so soon after 


the announcement that the British 
squadron under Admiral Sturdee had 
sunk the battle cruisers Scharanorst 
and Gneisenau and the light cruiser 
Leipzig, 
commanded 
by 
Admiral 


Count von Spee, has created the ut- 
most enthusiasm. 


A dispatch from Montevideo report- 


ed that the Nurnberg and Dresden, af- 
ter leaving the scene of battle, were 
making for Port Santa Cruz, on tho 
Argentine coast, 350 miles away, be- 
ing closely pursued by the British. 


The official announcement shows, 


however, that the German craft, which 
had a speed of twenty-three knots, 
was overtaken before proceeding far 
from the scene of the fight. 


The Nurnberg was a ship of 3396 


tons, 32S feet in length and 38 feet 
beam, with a draught of 15 feet. She 
was launched at Kiel in 1908. Her 
armament consisted of ten 4.1-inch 
guns, eight 2.1-inch guns and four ma- 
chine guns, and she was equipped 
with two torpedo tubes. 


She carried a complement of 322 


men. 
As the 
Scharnhorst and the 


Gneisenau carried 765 men each and 
the Leipzig 2SG men, it is estimated 
that the loss to the German fleet re- 
sulting from this latest big sea en 
gagemeut will total close to 2000 men. 


Among the lost, it is believed, la 


Admiral von Spee, who was on th8 
Scharnhorst when she went to the 
bottom. 


The Dresden Is now the only vesse' 


known to have been in Von Spee's 
fleet which is unaccounted for. She i3 
a sister ship of the famous cruiser 
Emden and was the flagship of the 
Germans in Mexican waters during 
the trouble with Huerta. 


Iron Ring Around Przemvsl. 


The rapidity of the operations In 


Poland is such that the situation id 
likely to be changed vitally by on« 
day's developments. 


At the present time, however, it 


seems evident that the invasion bj 
the Germans tas so far failed to men.* 
ace Warsaw seriously, although Von 
Hindenburg made tremendous efforts 
and sacrificed a vast number of his 
men. 


The iron ring around Przemysl la 


constantly being drawn tighter. Star- 
vation and sickness is wasting th« 
garrison. 


Many of the soldiers, who are with- 


out 
winter 
clothing, are suffering 


severely from the intense cold. Rus- 
sian heavy artillery 
continues th« 


bombardment incessantly during da? 
and at night. The forts are kept un- 
der constant observation by means ol 
searchlights. 


During the first siege the Austrian* 


frequently made sorties; 
now sucfc 


sallies are ,very rare, for all hopes ol 
the relief of the fortress have vanish- 
ed. Peasants in the neighborhood ar« 
suffering dreadful privation. They liv« 
[n mud huts and hide in the forests; 
where sickness and starvation carrj 
them off by the hundreds, especially 
'ti'dren.

A scion of 
one of the oldest families of Virginia, 
he had all the advantages of educa- 
tion and culture that wealth and fam- 
ily position bring. He had inherited 
1600,000 from his father, had gone to 
the northwest and increased it by suc- 
cessful real estate speculation and 
finally found his way-to Wall street, 
Into the activities of which he was 
introduced by Henry Villard, the finan- 
cier. 


Figure in Wall Street. 


Wall street smiled upon.him for a 


time. He was rated aa a millionaire 
and lived up to the reputation. 
Well 


known about fown, a familiar figure 
along Broadway when the lights shone 
brightest, 
Belvin 
kept 
pace 
with 


the best of the spenders whose faces 
were always welcome. These were the 
days before the fight for the control 
of the Northern Pacific railroad was 
inaugurated. Belvin was at the height 
of his success on the street when the 
titanic struggle for the domination of 
that important railroad property was 
in its incipiency. When it ended he 
was on the top of the toboggan that 
was to lead him to poverty and dis- 
grace and to shatter his reason.

good. 


Sweet Peanut Sandwiches.—Take 


half a cupful of grated maple tugar 
or brown sugar, one-fourth of a cup- 
ful of chopped peanuts and a table- 
spoonful of rich milk. 
Mix well and 


spread on buttered graham bread or 
crackers. 


Peanut brittle is a favorite candy 


with the children. 
Melt two cupfulu 


of sugar in a frying" pan, stir until 
brown, then pour over a pan of 
shelled peanuts.

Pudding,—Mix a 
cupful* of 


chopped nuts with two cupfuls of 
bread crumbs, add two eggs mixed 
with a pint of milk.

Scalloped Tomatoes With Nuts.— 


Mix half a cupful of finely-chopped 
nuts with two cupfuls of bread crumbs 
and two tablespoonfuls of melted but- 
ter.

tomatoes, another layer of crumbs, an- 
other cup of tomatoes and over the 
top the rest of the nut and crumb 
mixture 
Bake in a quick oven until 


browa, and serve hot. 


Potatoes With Nuts.—Mix together

Cook until smooth and serve un- 
strained.

cold mold into small croquettes and 
fry in deep fat 
Garnish with parsley. 


Escallopcd Turnips.—Take five or 


six white turnips, according to the 
number to be served 
Parboil the 


turnips until tender, drain, cut in 
cubes and put in a buttered baking 
dish in 
> 
ich a layer of buttered 


crumbs hi. been placed. Clover with, 
a white sauce, and sprinkle with 
bread crumbs and grated cheese, then 
brown in the oven. 


Chestnut Dressing.—Boil a quart of 


shelled chestnuts in salted water un- 
til tender, while warm mash to a 
paste, adding a teaspoonful of salt, 
a dash of paprika and half the, qan- 
tity of bread crumbs, two tablespoon- 
fuls of melted butter and a 'teaspoon- 
ful of poultry dressing. 
Blend the 


ingredients thoroughly and if a moist 
dressing is desired add a cupful of 
boiling milk. 


Custard and Spinach.—Boil a quart 


of spinach in aalted water until ten- 
der and press dry, setting aside until 
cold. 
Beat two eggs, add a '--aspoon- 


ful of salt, and gradually a pint of 
hot milk, stirring well. Add the fine- 
ly-chopped spinach, and cook In hot 
water until firm. Cut In cubes when 
cold and serve as a garnish with clear 
soup.

Aleo Knows the Call' of the Bugle, In 


Many Catee Better Than the Soldier 


Who le Supposed to Guide 


Him Into Action. 


It will probably surprise the public, 


•aid a retired colonel of hussars, to 
learn that a cavalry horse usually en- 
Joys a battle at least as much as his 
rider, and dispjaya as much courage 
in it. He will chafe and stamp with 
Impatience while waiting for the order 
to charge, and at the signal will dash 
forward like a greyhound released 
from the leasn, full of fire and fury, 
and often neighing mildly. At the mo- 
ment of contact with the enemy he 
will rear, striking and biting savage- 
ly at the opposing horses and tram- 
pling down the infantry. 


When his rider falls be will dasty 


along with his fellows and crash as 
gallantly into the foe. In the famous 
charge of the Light Brigade scores of 
riderless horses swept down the "val- 
ley of death," thundering through the 
smoke onto the Russian guns, and gal- 
loped back to safety with the shat- 
tered remnant of the brigade. 
Five 


horses raced neck and neck with 
Lord Alfred Paget, who rode in ad- 
vance of the line, so eager were they 
to get at the enemy! 


And not only is the well-trained 


charger as brave as his rider; he is 
often as intelligent. 
He knows the 


bugle calls just as well, and answers 
them as promptly. In fact, cases' are 
proved in which a horse has put his 
rider right when he has mistaken an 
order, and has gone faultlessly through 
maneuvers Tn spite of the efforts of 
his mistaken master to make him do 
the wrong thing. 


No, the process of training is neither 


long nor difficult. The first step is to 
accustom the horse to the sound of 
firing at close quarters. With this ob- 
ject he is put on the ground with legs 
tied, and while in this position, a pis- 
tol is fired close to his ears, over bis 
back, between his legs, and so on, un- 
til his fear is overcome. After a few 
such lessons it is safe to mount him 
with' a bridle furnished with a cufb 
Dit, and under this control he is taught 
to stand still while a pistol or carbine 
is fired from his back—the latter nat- 
urally coming last, as both hands are 
required in using this weapon. 


Then follows saber practice on sim- 


ilar lines, until the horse is as indif- 
ferent to the whirl and slash of a 
sword above his head as to the explo- 
sion of a carbine above it. Within a 
few weeks the horse not only loses all 
traces of nervousness; he really en- 
joys the experience and enters enthusi- 
astically into it. In battle the cavalry 
horse faces even a greater risk of 
death or disablement than his rider, 
although the gallant animal rarely gets 
any of the laurels of war. His dan- 
ger, however, is by no means so great 
as it was. 


In the 
eighteenth 
century 150 


horses fell in battle to every 100 men; 
from 1800 to 1865 the proportion had 
fallen to 120; and in more recent 
wars the ratio has been approximate- 
ly il2 horses to 100 men. 
In some 


charges, however, the proportion has 
been greater, as in that of the Light 
Brigade, in which 80 more horses 
than men sacrificed their lives. 


But while the war horse seldom gets 


credit for his prowess and devotion, 
there have been, happily, a few cases 
in which he has shared his master's 
glories—among them Lord Roberts' 
pretty little Arab, Volonel, who car- 
ried him in the famous march from 
Kabul to Kandahar, and round whose 
neck, at Queen Victoria's express 
wish, he hung the Kabul medal, with 
four clasps.

firing lines of the Belgian, English 
and'French, and who thus has unusual 
opportunities of talking with the sol- 
diers and frequently seeing the battle: 
, The general and his staff have es- 
tablished their headquarters in a vil- 
lage a fe>7 hundred yards from the 
Belgian frontier. 
From the north 


comes the roar of heavy German ar- 
tillery brought up during the night, 
from the west the duller sound of the 
big guns of British warships maneuver- 
ing four miles from the coast and do- 
ing good work. 


A shuffling of feet in the roadway 


and shouted orders awaken me. A 
squad of French soldiers led by a lieu- 
tenant is gathered at the door, around 
two civilians, hands tied behind their 
backs. Spies! 
Caught on top of a 


haystack within a hundred feet of the 
general's headquarters. They had been 
in the neighborhood for a week, it 
seems, getting food no one knows 
where. They refused to speak. They 
had field glasses and note books, with 
the numbers of French and British 
regiments. The names of generals and 
numbers of batteries were 
found 


buried In the hay. On both men, sewn 
in the linings of their caps, were 
passes through 
the enemy's lines 


signed by one of General von Kluck's 
aide-de-camps. 


Their case is settled in advance. In- 


terrogated, they neither make denials 
nor confessions. 
Simply refuse to 


speak. Caught at eight o'clock, they 
are tried at 8:30, a broken table serv- 
ing as judge's bench for a colonel and 
three captains called hurriedly from 
staff headquarters. 


Six Shots End Their Lives. 


A few questions to which no an- 


swers are forthcoming, a glance at the 
notebooks and passes found on the 
prisoners and it is over. Back of the 
farmhouse are a poultry yard and de- 
crepit stable. Against the stable wall, 
eyes bandaged, hands tied, kneeling, 
the two Germans are placed, the six 
soldiers ten paces away. The lieu- 
tenant's sword is raised, six shots 
mingle into one. The law of war is 
carried out. It is nine o'clock. 


Such incidents form a part of every 


day conversations in the camps and 
trenches on the firing line. If a spy 
is caught within the zone of battle he 
is tried on the spot, the trial consist- 
ing of an examination of the papers 
and documents found on the suspect, 
the hearing of witnesses and of the 
prisoner's defense. If no papers or 
documents are found and the wit- 
nesses are not sufficiently affirmative 
the suspect is released or sent to Paris 
for further examination, according to 
the views of the commanding officer. 


If a suspected spy is caught outside 


the battle zone, say in Paris, a lawyer 
is designated to defend him. and In 
nine cases out of ten the spy is found 
guilty, and, unless he is French, in 
which case he is a traitor and dies, is

like that of Germany'*, the French or- 
ganization la recruited among volun- 
teers, all civilians. None are paid In 
any way and no other Incentive but to 
serve France is offered them. In this 
way the government has secured from 
all walks of life a good number of 
men, and even women, fond of excite- 
ment, who are after neither gain nor 
honor, but who would not stoop to 
such work in time of peace. 


Up to date a dozen or so of theae 


unarmed soldiers have disappeared, 
some prisoners, most have ended their 
lives,.eyes bandaged, against a farm- 
house wall, 12 German bullets In their 
bodies. When they started out it was 
with the

French government could not recog- 
nize them in case of trouble. Those 
that have died took a chance and lost. 
TIi i "flyer" is worth while, for a week 
at. counter-spying will often furnish 
more excitement than a month in the 
trenches. 


The stories of spy chasing are now 


innumerable in French and British 
army circles. Here are a few of the 
most daring attempts made by the 
Germans since the -beginning of the 
war: S 
is a large town, 55 miles 


northeast of Paris. The houses are 
law, the church steeple alone being 
visible at any distance.

days, the church and its steeple alone, 
much to the surprise of the inhabit- 
ants, remaining untouched. 


The third night of the.bombardment

Spy Poses as Priest. 


Two sentries guard a railway bridge 


near A

his intentions. The sentries did not 
wait for a court-martial, but executed 
the "priest" on the spot. Papers found

In a trench near the Belgian border, 


a few days ago. A jovial old chap; a 
farmer, comes along with a basketful 
of pears.

As they are 
given away the farmer is thanked all 
around and is just leaving when he is 
grabbed by the throat suddenly by 
one of the troopers, who half chokes 
his victim before shouting, "He's a 
German.

Cruiser Makes Fourth Warship 
Oasifoyed in Bailie

The enemy's light 
cruisers scattered and were chased by 
our cruisers and light cruisers.

loss of any British vessel ia report* 
ed.”

news, coming so soon after 
the announcement that 
the British 
squadron under Admiral Sturdee had 
sunk the battle cruisers Scharnhorst 
and Gnelsenau and the light cruiser 
Leipzig, 
commanded 
by 
Admiral 
Count von Spee, has created the ut­ 
most cntluibiasm. 


A di¿patch from Montevideo report 
ed that the Nürnberg and Dresden, af­ 
ter leaving the sceno of battle, were 
making for Port Santa Cruz, on the 
Argentine coast, 350 miles away, be­ 
ing closely pursued by the British. 


The official announcement shows, 
however, that the German craft, which 
had a speed of twenty-three knots, 
was overtaken before proceeding fax 
from the scene of tho light, 


The Nürnberg was a ship of 33M 
ton«, 328 feet in length aud 38 feet 
beam, with a draught of 15 feet. 8he 
was launched at Kiel in 190*.

chine guns, and 
she was equipped 
with two torpedo tubes. 


She carried a complement of 322 
men. 
As the 
Scharnhorst and the 
Gneisanau carried 705 men each and 
tho Leipzig 286 men, it is estimated 
that the loss to the German fleet re 
suiting from this latest big <*ea en­ 
gagement will total close to 2000 meu.

The Dresden Is now the only vessel

Mix well and 
spread on buttered graham bread or 
crackers. 


Peanut brittle la a favorite candy 
with the children. 
Melt two cupfula 
of sugar In a frying pan, attr until 
brown, then pour over a pan of 
shelled peanuts. 


Nut 
Pudding.—Mix a' cupful* of 
chopped nuta with two cupfula of 
bread crumbs, add two egga mixed 
with a pint of milk. 
Season with 
salt and pepper and bake until firm 
and brown. 
Serve as a vegetable. 


Scalloped Tomatoee With Nuts.—■ 


Mix half a cupful of finely-chopped 
nuts with two cupfuls of bread crumbs 
and two tablespoonfuls of melted but­ 
ler. 
Put a layer in the bottom of 
the nuking dish, then add a cupful of 
tomatoes, another layer of crumbs, ant 
other cup of tomatoes and over the 
top the rest of the nut and crumb 
mixture. Bake in a quick oven until 
brown, and serve hot. 


Potatoea With Nuts.—Mix together 
one cupful of chopped nuts and two 
cupfuls of bread crumbs, and put in 
a greased pan. 
Alternate layers of 
cold sliced potatoes and this mixture, 
finishing with the crumb mixture, pour 
over a cupful and a half of milk, well 
seasoned with salt and pepper. 
Bake 
slowly one hour. 


Peanut soup, peanut bread and pea­ 
nut cookies are more of the tasty 
dishes which one may prepare. Pea­ 
nuts served with lettuce with Frepch 
dressing and a bit of chopped onion 
makes a most satisfying salad.

Chestnut Dressing.—Boil a quart of 
shelled chestnuts in salted water un­ 
til tender, while warm mash to a 
paste, adding a teaspoonful of salt, 
a dash of paprika and half the qan- 
tity of bread crumbs, two tablespoon­ 
fuls of melted butter and a teaspoon­ 
ful of poultry dressing. 
Blend the 
ingredients thoroughly and if a moist 
dressing Is desired add a cupful of 
boiling milk. 


Custard and Spinach.—Boil a quart 
of spinach In salted water until ten­ 
der and press dry, setting aside until 
cold. 
Beat two eggs, add a ^aspoon- 
ful of salt, and gradually a pint of 
hot milk, stirring well. 
Add the fine- 
ly-chopped spinach, and cook in hot 
water until firm.

It will probably aurprlsa tha public, 
aald a retired colonel of husssrs, to 
laarn that a cavalry horso usually en­ 
joys a battle at least ss much as his 
rider, and displays as much courage 
In it He will chafe and stamp with 
Impatience while wsltlng for the order 
to chsrge, snd at the signal will dash 
forward like a greyhound released 
from the leaan, full of fire and fury, 
and often neighing mildly. At the mo­ 
ment of contact with the enemy he 
will rear, striking and biting savage­ 
ly at the opposing horses and tram­ 
pling down the Infsntry. 


When his rider falls he will dasty 
along with bis fellows and craeh aa 
gallantly Into the foe. In the famous 
charge of the Light Brigade acores of 
riderless horses awept down the “val­ 
ley of death,” thundering through the 
smoke onto the Russian guns, and gal­ 
loped bsck to ssfety with the shat­ 
tered rcmnsnt of the brigade. Five 
horses raced neck and neck with 
Lord Alfred Paget, who rodo in ad­ 
vance of the line, so eager were they 
to get at the enemy! 


And not only is the well-trained 
charger as brave as his rider; be is 
often as Intelligent. 
He knows the 
bugle calls just as well, and answers 
them ss promptly. In fact, caserf are 
proved In which a horse has put his 
rider right when he has mistaken an 
order, snd has gone faultlessly through 
maneuvers fn spite of the efforts of 
his mistaken master to make him do 
the wrong thing. 


No, the process of training is neither 
long nor difficult. The first step is to 
accustom the horse to the sound of 
firing at close quarters. With this ob­ 
ject he is put on the ground with legs 
tied, and while in this position, a pis­ 
tol is fired close to his ears, over his 
back, between his legs, and so on, un­ 
til his fear is overcome. After a few 
such leBBons It is safe to mount him 
with a bridle furnished with a cufb 
bit, and under this control he is taught 
to stand still while a pistol or carbine 
is fired from his back—the latter nat­ 
urally coming last, as both bands are 
required in using this weapon. 


Then follows saber practice on sim­ 
ilar lines, until the horBe is as indif­ 
ferent to the whirl and slash of a 
sword above bis bead as to the explo­ 
sion of a carbine above it. Within a 
few weeks the horse not only loees all 
traces of nervousness; he really en­ 
joys the experience and enters enthusi­ 
astically into it. In battle tbe cavalry 
horBG faces even a greater risk of 
death or disablement than his rider, 
although the gallant animal rarely gets 
any of the laurels of war. His dan­ 
ger, however, is by no means bo great 
as it was. 


In 
the 
eighteenth century 
150 
horses fell in battle to every 100 men; 
from 1800 to 1865 the proportion bad 
fallen to 120; and in more recent 
wars the ratio has been approximate­ 
ly 112 horses to 100 men. 
In some 
charges, however, tho proportion has 
been greater, as in thst of tbe Light 
Brigsde, In which 80 more horses 
tbsn men sacrificed their lives. 


But while tbe war horse seldom gets 
credit for his prowess and devotion,' 
there have been, happily, a few cases 
in which he has shared his master’s 
glories—among them Lord Roberts’ 
pretty little Arab, Volonel, who car­ 
ried him in the famous march from 
Kabul to Kandahar, and round whose 
neck, at Queen Victoria’s express 
wish, be hung the Kabul medal, with 
four claspa.

A monu the strangest coins in tha 
worli arn those used In certain out-of- 
the-way towns and villages in south* 
west Nigeria, on the west coast of 
Africa, and called “manlllas.” In shape 
they resemble ft horseshoe with tho 
two extremities flattened out like a 
camel's foot Hein* made of soHd cop­ 
per, three-eighths of an Inch thick, 
they weigh over eight ounces each, In 
"face value'* seven of these queer 
coins are equivalent, to one quarter, 
so that a dollar's worth would ho An 
uncomfortable, heavy load. 


Not only are these "manlllas" used 
among the natives, but white trader« 
accept them as legal tender for goods 
sold at the various stores. 
At one 
time the strangely shaped money had 
quite a circulation In certain parts of 
the coast, but Its use is now nmtrlcted 
to a few bush towns and one or two 
of the smaller seaboard placcn. Includ­ 
ing Bonny, Ifrass and Akassa.

diers and frequently seeing the battle: 
a The general and his staff have es­ 
tablished thoir headquarters in a vil­ 
lage a few hundred yards from the 
Belgian frontier. 
From the north 
ooznes the roar of heavy German ar* 
tillery brought up during the night, 
from the west the duller sound of the 
big guns of British warships maneuver­ 
ing four miles from the coaBt and do­ 
ing good work. 


A shuffling of feet in the roadway 
and shouted orders awaken me. 
A 
squad of French soldiers led by a lieu­ 
tenant is gathered at the door, around 
two civilians, hands tied behind their 
backs. 
Spies! 
Caught on top of a 
haystack within a hundred feet of the 
general’s headquarters. They had been 
in the neighborhood for a week, it 
seems, getting food no one knows 
where. They refused to speak. They 
had field glasses and note books, with 
the numbers of French and British 
regiments. The names of generals and 
numbers 
of 
batteries 
were 
found 
buried in the hay. On both men, sewn 
in the linings of their caps, 
were 
passes 
through 
the enemy’s 
lines 
signed by one of General von Kluck’s 
aide-de-camps. 


Their case is settled in advance. In­ 
terrogated, they neither make denials 
nor confessions. 
Simply refuse to 
speak. 
Caught at eight o’clock, they 
are tried at 8:30, a broken table serv­ 
ing as judge’s bench for a colonel and 
three captains called hurriedly from 
staff headquarters. 


Six Shots End Their Lives. 


A few questions to which no an­ 
swers are forthcoming, a glance at the 
notebooks and passes found on the 
prisoners and it is over.

Against the stable wall, 
eyes bandaged, hands tied, kneeling, 
the two Germans are placed, the six 
soldiers ten paces away.

Such Incidents form a part of every 
day conversations in the camps and 
trenches on the firing line.

the views of the commanding officer. 


If a suspected spy Is caught outside 
the battle zone, say in Paris, a lawyer 
is designated to defend him, and In 
nine cases out of ten the spy is found 
guilty, and, unless he is French, in

Iqtw, the church steeple alone being 
visible at any distance. The German 
artillery bombarded S--- for three 
days, the church and its steeple alone, 
much to the surprise of the inhabit­ 
ants, remaining untouched. 


The third night of the bombardment 
a French sentry saw a light from one 
of the small windows high up in the 
steeple. 
The guard was called, and 
three men sent into the tower, which 
had seemed to bear a charmed life. 
There a man was found. 
For three I* 
days his lantern had served the Ger­ 
mans, who tratned their guns a few 
points to the right and left of the 
light, certain their shells would strike 
the town. The spy was janitor of the 
courthouse: had been for four years, 
and confecsed he was a German, hav­ 
ing been sent to S--- - to report regu­ 
larly to the m ilitary authorities in 
Berlin. 


8py Poses as Priest.

All day 
trains loaded with British and French 
troops have passed over the bridge.

Christmas 
dinner would not be quite right with­ 
out the oysters, goose and plum pud­ 
ding. 


Mayonnaise for the salad, hard sauce/ 
for tho pudding, if used, may ibe made 
the day before. The giblets may bo 
cooked and chopped ready- for the 
gravy the day before, 


One of tho prettiest salads for a win­ 
ter dinner is that made of apples, nuts 
and celery put Into beautiful applq 
cups.
